County 
considers 
bringing 
clerk back

The Crawlord County Board is studying 
bringing back a clerk to its building and 
zoning department to provide better service 
to the public and keep its mspector out in 
the field. 

Crawford County Administrator Paul 
Compo said the business in the county's 
building department was down 12 percent 
at the end of April, compared to being down 
25 percent for the previous year, 

He attributed the increase in business to 


the building of homes at Forest Dunes Golf 


Club in South Branch Township and the 
Brook Retirement Facility planned in the 
City of Grayling. 

Building and Zoning Director Joe Duran 
is handling all paperwork and calls to the 
office, which has been causing a delay in 
issuing permits and inspections, 

Compo said Duran picks up work in out- 
lying area of the county when is doing 
inspections, Last year, the board voted to 
lay off building and zoning elerk Tena 
Dixon because of a decline in building per- 
mits and the increased cost of running the 
oftice. 

Compo said that he prefers: exploring 
bringing back a clerk to the department 
rather turaing building permits and inspee- 
lion over to the state, 

“Even poor service at our level is going 
to be better than the service they're going to 
get from the state” Compo said, 

Compo noted that Duran with sometimes 
help residents with building issues or to 
address issues with contractor's workman- 
ship. 

Dave Stephenson, chairman of the 
Crawford County Board of Commissioners, 
said Duran needs to manage his ime better 
before taking on outside building issues 
which can pull him into state hearings. 

“T would think his first priority would be 
taking care of those issues here at the coun- 
ty before he goes out to be the Good 
Samaritan,” Stephenson said. “T appreciate 
what he's trying to do, but he needs to pri- 
oritize what he's going to do.”

The 
Grayling City Charter requires a seven-day 
notice be provided to Thayer before the 
hearing is held. 

Grayling Mayor Karl Schreiner called for 
the motion to send the written noufication, 

“Tt takes council acuon if we want to ini- 
liate the process or Wwe can sit as we are.” 
said Schreiner, who added that no more dis- 
cussion would be held on the issue. 

Council Member Karl DeVries made the 
motion to send the written notifeatton, 
which was seconded by Council Member 
Dennis Robinson, Robinson was appointed 
to fill a vacancy on the council on April 26, 

Schreiner, DeVries and Robinson cast 
the yes votes, while Mayor Pro Tem Larry 
Akers and Council Member Kim MeClain 
cast HO voles.

November. He had learned 
that a group of local citi- 
zens and current and for- 
mer police officers were 
running a campaign to oust 
him. 


“It's not a surprise,” 
Thayer said. 
Thayer attended 


Monday's meeting, but did 
not address the council and 
left shortly after the vote 
was taken to send him writ- 
ten notification for the ter- 
mination hearing. The city 


charter says the council 
must hold a public hearing, 
explain its reasons for the 
termination and then take a 
vote. 

Thayer said the average 
tenure of a city manager is 
three to seven years in a 
position. 

“It's not unheard of when 
there is a change of council 
for the city manager to be 
let go,” he said. 

Thayer said he feels bad 
for citizens, if projects are 
not followed through to 
fruition, to build the local 


economy and sustain prop- 
erty values as Michigan 
continues to face budget 
woes. 

“You cannot sit back and 
be passive and say it will 
all work itself out,” he said. 
“T enjoy Grayling and | felt 
the city had a lot opportu- 
nities. It just needed some 
leadership and some push.” 

In February, Thayer was 
arrested by Crawford 
County Sheriff's Deputies 
for allegedly violating the 
state's Social Security 
Privacy Act 24 times. He is 


accused of giving 
Michigan Department of 
Treasury tax forms, which 
contained the Social 
Security numbers of other 
people, to  Maybury. 
Maybury resigned from the 
council on March 16. She 
is now living in Riverview, 
Fla. Robinson was appoint- 
ed to fill her seat, 

Thayer also faces a 
charge for public officers- 
making false statements 
relating to finances. He 
was arrested on that charge 
on March 25.

in need,” Metzer said. 

Besides going through 
Safety Patrol training prior 
to the beginning of the 
school year, Leslie partici- 
pated in a one week Mobile 
Medical Response camp 
during the summer, where 
she learned first aid, fire 
safety and road safety. She 
also attended a weeklong 
Nationat Guard Youth 
Leadership Camp last year. 
She has also taken part in 
the Junior Deputy and 
D.A.R.E. programs taught 
by Crawford County 
Sheriff's Office. 

As a Safely Patrol cap- 
tain, Leslie circulates to all 
patrol posts to make sure 
everything is all right and 
everyone is on time. She 
fills in for students if they 
are not available. She also 
encourages students to walk 
when there is snow and ice 
to prevent falls. 

“Molly is an exemplary 
model of what a safety 
patroter is and does,” 
Metzer said. 

Leslic blows a whistle to 
alert the students that they 
come into the school in the 
morming, and when busses 
leave for the afternoon shift. 
She also makes sure that all 
Safety Patrol belts are dis- 


persed and accounted for. 

Finally, Leslie reports 
incidents when they occur, 
such as students who do not 
adhere to school rules and 
cars and people who do not 
appear to belong on school 
property. 

“She is the eyes and ears 
of our safety patrol,” Metzer 
said. 

There are currently 38 
students assigned to the 
Grayling Elementary 
School's Safety Patrol. Two 
squads rotate every other 
month, but Leslie has 
worked every month in the 
rain, snow and sunshine. 

Metzer said it is unusual 
for students to volunteer 
full-ime on the Safety 
Patrol. 

“It turns out it’s not all 
what it’s cracked up to be 
for some students and she 
has stuck with it every day.” 
Metzer said. 

Leslie said her feelings 
were hurt when friends first 
called her “Safety Geek,” 
but she has accepted the 
moniker as the school year 
rolls along. 

“If everyone does their 
job, the team works well” 
Leslie said. “If one person 
does not watch their post, 
someone can get hurt. | 
have gained confidence and 


become more responsible 
because of this opportuni- 
ty.” 

Leslie acknowledged that 
getling out of class early Is 
a perk of being on the 
Safety Patrol, but enjoys 
working with School 
Crossing Guard = Gail 
Foguth and other squad 
members to get students to 
and from school safely. 

“When you get outside, 
you get to make sure that 
everybody's safe,” she said. 

Leslie traveled to 
Washington D.C. in April to 
receive her plaque for being 
Safety Patroller of the Year 
for the State of Michigan. 
She enjoyed touring the 
Nation's Capital, viewing 
monuments and touring 
museums. Her favorite part 
of the trip was touring FBI 
Headquarters, where she 
saw a fire truck that can be 
used as a laboratory at a 
crime scene or terrorist 
event. 

Always looking out for 


others, Leslie had her 
grandmother, Shirley 


Wullace, of St. Louis, join 
her and her mother on the 
trip. Wallace recently had a 
house fire.

He eventually moved 
Carlisle Paddles to a manu- 
facturing plant and ware- 
house on North Down River 
Road. Carlisle Paddles oper- 
ated in Grayling until 2005, 
when the company was sold 
to Johnson Outdoors. 

In 1976, Kathy and Mike

Lovely acquired the livery 
and maintained the Carlisle 
Canoes name, 

The Lovelys operated the 
livery before selling it to 
John Cammin, who now 
lives in Saginaw. 

The livery was then sold 
to Christa and Gus Prienl, 
who operated the business 
for about 20 years, Clark 
said. 

An avid kyaker and 
canoer, Clark said it has 
always been his dream to 
own a livery. 

“I figure you've got to 
have fun with what you do 
and like what you do,” he 
said, 

Clark, 23, of Caledonia, 
took some collage classes 
and worked a couple of job. 
He thought of pursuing a 
career and degree in 


accounting, but the call of 


working outdoors and on 
the river won out. 

“T just didn't want to be 
back in the routine of read- 
ing books and doing home- 
work,” he said.
